Bernard  Goldberg 

Bernard  Goldberg,  who  is  now  beginning  his 
third  year  as  the  treasurer  of  our  congregation 
and  a  member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees,  joined  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  several  years  ago  and, 
in  just  a  few  years,  has  made  significant  contri¬ 
butions  to  our  synagogue  life. 

He  founded  the  Shabbat  morning  Hashkama 
Service,  an  early  morning  Shabbat  Service  at 
which  the  entire  Torah  portion  is  read,  which  is 
held  every  Saturday  morning  from  7:30  to  9 
A.M.  as  well  as  during  the  Festival  holiday  ser¬ 
vices  from  Sukkot  through  Shavuot.  In  addition, 
he,  his  two  sisters,  Caryl  Kolkin  of  Brinklow, 
Maryland  and  Helene  Spielman  Torker  of  Great 
Neck,  N.Y.,  both  of  whom  are  actively  involved 
in  their  respective  synagogues,  and  their  mother, 
Elsie  Goldberg  (a  member  of  our  congregation), 
donated  a  Torah  to  our  synagogue  in  memory  of 
their  late  father  and  husband,  Morris  Jacob 
Goldberg.  The  late  Morris  Jacob  Goldberg  was  a 
former  president  of  Congregation  Kehilath  Jacob 
in  New  York  City.]  This  past  year,  Bernard  spon¬ 
sored  the  Kiddushim  after  every  Hashkama 
Service  in  memory  of  his  father;  his  sponsorship 
of  the  Kiddushim  will  continue  this  coming  year. 

Before  joining  our  congregation,  Bernard 
Goldberg  was  on  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  both

He  also 
endows  the  annual  Goldberg  lecture  series  at  the 
92nd  Street  Y  in  memory  of  his  late  wife, 
Monica.  This  series  honors  women  of  achieve¬ 
ment  and  has  attracted  speakers  such  as  Jihan 
Sadat  and  Nancy  Reagan.  He  also  has  serv  ed  on 
the  92nd  Street  Y’s  Performing  Ails  Council. 

Bernard  Goldberg  is  a  New  Yorker,  born  and 
bred  in  the  Bronx,  and  a  graduate  of  Hofstra 
University.  He  attended  Cornell  Law  School  and 
graduated  from  New  York  Law  School.  He 
became  a  partner  in  Goldberg  &  Gelman,  a  law 
firm  specializing  in  real  estate  law  which  he 
founded  in  1962.  His  experience  in  commercial 
and  residential  real  estate  led  him  to  purchase 
and  renovate  the  Hotel  Wales  on  Madison 
Avenue  and  92nd  Street  in  1987,  an  undertaking 
which  ignited  his  passion  for  locating  and 
upgrading  wayward  properties.  In  less  than  a 
decade,  he  has  distinguished  himself  by  rejuve¬ 
nating  five  dilapidated  New  York  hotels  and 
transforming  them  into  one  of  the  most  success¬ 
ful  boutique  hotel  groups  in  the  country,  the 
Gotham  Hospitality  Group  of  New  York  City. 
He  is  the  principal  owner,  developer,  and  head  of 
operations  of  the  Hotel  Wales,  The  Franklin,  The 
Shoreham,  The  Mansfield  and,  most  recently, 
The  Roger  Williams. 

In  addition  to  developing  hotels  and  practicing 
law,  Mr.  Goldberg  teaches  a  course  in  hotel  entre¬ 
preneurship  at  NYU's  School  of  Continuing 
Education. 

Bernard  Goldberg  resides  in  Manhattan  and  has

From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

A  story  is  told  about  a  poor  tailor  who  on  one 
Yom  Kippur  approached  God  and  said:  “I  have 
committed  only  minor  offenses;  but  you,  O  God, 
have  committed  grievous  sins:  You  have  taken 
away  babies  from  their  mothers,  and  mothers 
from  their  babies.  Let  us  be  quits:  may  you  for¬ 
give  me,  and  I  will  forgive  You.” 

Reb  Levi  Yitzhak  of  Berditchev  responded  to  the 
tailor’s  plea:  “Why  did  you  let  God  off  so  easily? 
You  might  have  forced  God  to  redeem  all  of 
Israel!” 

On  Yom  Kippur,  as  on  Rosh  Hashanah,  we 
review  our  past  year.  In  doing  so,  certain  inci¬ 
dents,  experiences,  and  memories  leap  out  at  us, 
grab  us,  and  demand  our  attention. 

The  gifts  in  our  year  we  remember  well.  The 
newly  bom  child  and  grandchild.  The  bar  mitz¬ 
vah.  The  wedding.  The  promotion. 

But,  we  remember  other  things  as  well,  things 
which  did  not  feel  quite  like  gifts.  The  untimely 
deaths  of  relatives  and  friends.  The  pain  of  sepa¬ 
ration  and  divorce.  The  fights  that  upset  family 
harmony. 

And  so  what  do  we  do  about  it?  Where  the  issue 
is  one  among  human  beings,  we  ask  for  forgive¬ 
ness.  But  forgiveness  is  not  only  something  for 
which  we  ask.  Forgiveness  is  something  that 
each  and  every  one  of  us  has  the  power  to  do. 
Though  it  isn’t  always  the  case,  it  makes  sense 
that  possessing  such  a  power  should  make  us  bet¬ 
ter  forgivers.  Why!  For  selfish  reasons,  even.  If 
we  want  to  be  forgiven,  we  have  to  be  able  to  for¬ 
give. 

Similarly,  when  we  approach  God,  we  ask  for 
forgiveness.  But  that  is,  all  too  often,  where  the 
comparison  ends.  Whereas  in  our  human  rela¬ 
tionships  we  are  able  to  act  as  forgivers,  in  our 
relationship  with  God  we  do  not  believe  we  have 


fate  is  sealed. 

But  what  about  all  of  the  difficult  interactions  we 
have  had  with  God  throughout  the  course  of  the 
year?  What  about  our  moments  of  outrage,  of 
doubt,  of  despair,  of  questioning?  Should  we 
ignore  these  feelings  on  Yom  Kippur? 

No.  We  must  understand  that  our  relationship 


with  God  involves  a  struggle,  and  that  to  accept 
that  relationship  without  a  struggle  is  not  to  do 
justice  to  that  relationship. 

Think  back  to  Rosh  Hashanah.  Every  Rosh 
Hashanah  we  read  about  the  sacrifice  of  Isaac. 
We  are  confronted  with  a  disturbing  text.  We 
question  God.  We  wrestle  with  God.  How  is  it,

God,  that  you  are  able  to  request  a  father  to  sac¬ 
rifice  his  son? 

Said  Reb  Levi  Yitzhak  of  Berditchev  to  the  tailor: 
“Why  did  you  let  God  off  so  easily?  You  might 
have  forced  God  to  redeem  all  of  Israel!” 

Let  us  admit  our  need  to  wrestle  with  God.  Let  us 
struggle.  Let  us  not  let  God  off  the  hook  too  easily.

Rosh  Hashanah 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  festive 
occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the 
sacred  traditions  of  home  and  synagogue. 
Although  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days 
is  centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home 
where  family  members  prepare  to  meet  the  New 
Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive 
to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which  symbol¬ 
izes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set  with  a 
white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine. 
Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full  round  year, 
apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year 
complete  the  symbolic  representations  on  the 
holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of 
the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede  the 
festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the 
candles: 

Bantkh  A  tah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu  lehadlik 
ner  shel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You.  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness  to 
our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to 
kindle  light  for  the  Lestival.

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from  the 
earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple 
in  honey  and  recite  the  following  blessing  and 
prayer: 

Yehi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
v  Elohei  avoteinu,  shetehadesh  aleiynu  shanah 
tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  0  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hashanah,  a 
festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded  by  the 
daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi:

hagenu,  kihok  I’Yisraelhu,  mishpat  I’Elohey 
Yaaqkov. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L’Shanah 
Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be  inscribed  for  a 
good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion  which 
is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue.  But  the 
meal  which  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev  Yom 
Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience 
for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early  so 
that  the  family  can  be  in  the  synagogue  before 
sundown. 

following  the  Birkat  haMazon  —  the  grace  after 
meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the 
following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu  lehadlik 
ner  shel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  commanded  us  to 
kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast  until 
they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition  that 
they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to  the  extent  they 
are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleasures 
is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of 
Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it 
is  the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a 
physician  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for  the 
deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights  must 
be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol 
Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their  children  by 
placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each  one.  Such 
blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following  prayer, 
to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their  own, 
appropriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each  child: 


For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true,  faithful 
and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were  Ephraim 
and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  faithful 
and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as  were  our 
mothers  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel,  and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house  to 
attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of  the 
family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the 
wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done,  knowingly 
or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 

In  Our  Congregation 

Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat  Shuvah,  from 
the  Haftarah  portion  of  that  Sabbath  which 
begins  with  the  word  Shuvah,  meaning  “return” 
(repent). 

For  the  Hearing  Impaired 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Samuel 
Wimpfheimer,  it  is  now  possible  for  those  who 
are  hearing  impaired  to  use  head  sets  while 
attending  services.

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are  asked  to
